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REQUEST TO WITHDRAW PREMATURE FINALITY OF OFFICE ACTION 



Sir: 

A final Office Action was mailed on April 16, 2007, in the above-identified 
application. For the reasons set forth below, however, it is respectfully submitted that the finality 
of the Office Action was premature and should be withdrawn. 

In paragraph 9 (page 5) the Office Action, Claims 1-14 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. This rejection is 
based, in part, on the contention that insufficient antecedent basis exists in the claims for the 
recitations of "each node" and "each element."
